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EVERY STUDENT registered in the Faculty of Music is a member of the 
Faculty of Music Undergraduate Association. The object of the Association 
as stated in its constitution is 


to promote the interests of the undergraduate in the Faculty of 
Music, to cultivate relations between faculty and student body, to 
encourage the participation of the student body in University activities 
and to further goodwill amongst the students themselves. 


The Undergrad is run by the students for the students. There is opportunity 
for participation on many levels. The present structure is as follows:

CLASS REPRESENTATIVES are to be elected during the first week 
of Classes. One representative is elected from each year of the degree 
courses and one from each year of the diploma courses. It is important that 
you exercise your nomination and vote with discretion to have your views 
well represented, and to receive complete reports on the Undergrad activities. 


PERMANENT COMMITTEES - The chairmen of all committees deemed 
"bermanent' committees by the Council will sit on the Council. Temporary 
Committee Chairmen will sit but have no vote. 


All of the above form the Undergraduate Council which legislates all 


business. (one vote per member.) 


THE CHAIRMAN conducts the council meetings according to parliamentary 
procedure, and has only a tie-breaking vote, 


THE PAST PRESIDENT asan advisor sits on the Council. At the 
present time, he has no voting power, 


THE FACULTY ADVISOR - A member of the professorial staff is 
selected to sit an the council as an advisor also.

Leave us face it. As long as teacher and student exist, student will 
tend to miss the boat when decision-making time rolls around, He'll be too 
busy woodshedding, trying to prove what a genius he is, so teacher just 
ends up doing what he hopes student will like. But teacher can't always 


succeed unassisted. 
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This faculty's staff-student liason committee enters its third year of 
existence with a good record of achievement in combatting this inconsistency. 
On matters both academic and administrative, the committee has been involved 
in recommendations leading to direct action by council, 

Who's on the committee? First of all, there's a chairman with at least 
a year's experience on the committee, who must be an undergraduate (just 
so everyone knows where the salt belongs).

These then collaborate to appoint five faculty members to sit in the 
committee's joint sessions. 

Anyone else? Yes, YOU are invited to observe any meeting of the 
committee's student sector, to reinforce your representatives arguments, or 
to help us with spadework. Also, don't overlook the careful selection of 
your class rep to the staff-student committee. 

It would be deplorable to let your election decline to the level of a pop- 
ularity contest. Not only is this an office for which the candidate could actually 
have a policy or platform, it is also one which requires certain abilities: 
Organization and the capability of articulate discussion with colleagues and 
professors alike, Most important, he or she must be sensitive to needs, and 
be prepared to see out their fulfillment. 

If a past repregentative feels that he has performed well, or that his 
experience on the committee has taught him something he would like to continue 
to apply, he should run for re-election. By the same token, if you think that 
you can do better than sokand-so did last year, go to it. What we seek, after 
all, is a committee that functions well. If someday soon it helps us achieve 
representation on decision-making bodies, it will have obviated its own necessity. 


SOCIAL COMMITTEE = An obvious function, but one that needs to be done 
well, Basic jobs are serving, decorating, and planning for all events. High- 
lights are the Christmas Party, The Formal, several regular dances, and 
also serving coffee after Thursday afternoon Recitals and at Workshop events. 
Girls are needed for serving, guys for planning and decorating. 


STUDENT SERVICES COMMITTEE is responsible for Orientation, on 
of the biggest functions of the year. During the term it handles music aaa 
co-ordinates charity and blood drives, and this year we plan to initiate ‘ 
special tutoring service from upperclassmen to those who need specific help 
in problem areas. This is also an opportunity to develop teaching skills. 
Also included is the provision of special facilities such as Common Room decor 
Student Telephone, Typewriter, Crying Towels, etc. 4

We've tried to 
make a dent in your questions. Read it carefully. Keep this booklet for 
reference to details. The Official Information pages 16 and 17 is official. 
Keep it for that. And for the rest of your questions, please don't hesitate 
to ask any other student or a member of the Undergraduate Association. 


First Year Courses: what to expect 
acoox ar ALLENGANGE aNd DISCIPLINE crom our sive 


Each student enrolled in the Faculty of Music (Degree and Diploma 
students) IS REQUIRED TO BE IN FULL-TIME ATTENDANCE AT ALL 
PRESCRIBED LECTURES, CLASSES, LESSONS AND REHEAR- 
SALS. A Student whose attendance at lectures or laboratories or whose 
work is deemed by the Council of the Faculty of Music to be unsatisfactory, 
MAY HAVE HIS REGISTRATION CANCELLED AT ANY TIME BY THE 
COUNCIL OF THE FACULTY. 


The promulgation from on high may sound forbidding, butif you really 
want what your program offers, you'll find that perfect attendance and faithful 
work will not seem laborious. On the contrary, they will result naturally 
from your desire to stay ahead of the game and to derive full benefit from the 
influence of the professionals who instruct you, as well as that of your 
gifted peers. 


How much work {0 (0 ? A RULE OF THUMB 


Since students vary so much in native intelligence as well as in expe - 
rience, aptitude, and efficiency, no one can say how many hours a week 
must be spent preparing for classes and tests. Even the individual student 
varies in his relation to various subjects; he takes to one subject naturally, 
while experiencing difficulty establishing a 'method" for another. 

However, for purposes of calculating overall standing, we recognize 
that the relative amount of emphasis placed on a subject roughly corresponds 
to the number of units, or hours per week, scheduled for that subject. 
Further, it can be recommended that for every hour in class two hours of 
individual preparation take place. A few students find that they can get away 
with less; many find they need more. Certainly no conscientious student 
desires to sell himself short. 

The significant exception to this "rule of thumb" is Applied Music 185 
or 186 (see below).

MATERIALS OF MUSIC 100 for Comp, Hist & Lit, Mus Ed students 

' _._. 101 for Performance and Diploma students om 

Most incoming students are used to learning harmony by the rules. 

This will get you by, maybe, but if you ever want to be a musician, you'll 
train yourself to write what you hear, not what rule #469 tells you to write. 
Class participation and attendance are important because of the cumulative nature 
of the work: you need to take a shot at everytiing, and you need to be 
there to do it. If your command of this subject is shaky, make sure you 
understand each new idea as it arises, and get help right away when a 
difficult one comes up. Written assignments occur with alarming regularity. 
Don't be fazed; do them punctually, and do them well, since each mark will 
countin an average that can raise your final standing if you have trouble on 
final tests. Tests occur in four-part writing, harmonic analysis, andear 
training. If you use your ears, you'll find that the latter is the key tothe 
other two, 


SIGHT SINGING AND DICTATION 102 for Comp, Hist & Lit, Mus Ed 


Can you pick up a piece of music and sing it at sight (well, almost)? 
It's not that hard if you put some effort into it, and it's most valuable. If 
you're already good at it, dig into those sol-fa syllables - an evil to some 


and an aid to others, but part of the course anyhow. Weekly work is notated 
in the prof's little black book, so it behooves you to do some sincere work 
regularly. A teacher will probably sense your ability so don't play stupid if 
you haven't practiced. The sincere dummy will often do better than the lazy 
genius, 


SIGHT SINGING 103 for voice & organ majors in Performance and Dip. 

Since it's intended exclusively for those to whom vocal and choral reper- 
toire is a major pursuit, this subject ought to be quite intensively studied. 
Plan to gain experience with particular works as well as to develop the ability 
to grasp any work quickly. 


KEYBOARD HARMONY 104 for Comp, Hist & Lit, Mus Ed. 
105 for Performance and Diploma 
For people who have less keyboard background than average, don't 
write this off as an insurmountable task. But if you have to work at it all right, 
especially since things get more complex in second year. Again performance 
in class is very important, because it's good experience at being on the spot, 
and because it counts so heavily in your final mark. 


HISTORY OF MUSIC 120 for Comp, Hist & Lit, and Mus Ed. 
121 for Performance and Diploma. 

The temptation may well be to let History studying slide until the end of 
the year. No soap. On the contrary, you actually need to read ahead, so 
you can dig what the lecturer is saying, which is more useful for exam pur- 
poses than what the textbook says. 

120: The first half of the year will clue you in on some of the basics 
of the music history thing. The second half will plunge you right into the 
middle of what to many students is an era foggier than Impressionism, i.e. 
music before 1650. No doubt some oddball in your class will already be 
nauseatingly familiar with pre-Bach, butin due time you too will find a Maren- 
zio madrigal easier to absorb thoroughly than a Mahler monstrosity. 

121: This survey prepares you for the more intensive studies of the 
nexttwo years. Don't be turned off by the whole history idea; it has some 
application in the study of your Applied Major. 


CHORAL TECHNIQUE 130 for Organ majors in Performance. 
Don't be chagrined that much of your work in this class is singing. 
More emphasis on pedagogical aspects will begin in Choral Tech 330. 


VOICE 131 for Comp, Hist & Lit, and Mus Ed. 

Do not underestimate attendance no matter how well you imagine you 
sing, because attendance counts (surprisingly heavily) in your final mark. 
Besides, classes are not only informative, but usually pretty entertaining. 
This class is one of the few, if not the only one, that helps you to overcome 
fear of being the centre of attraction in a classroom for minutes on end. 

Last year an essay was assigned in place of a final exam. 


ENGLISH DICTION 135 
GERMAN DICTION 137 for Voice majors in Performance and Diploma. 
ITALIAN DICTION 138 

These subjects are directly related to your singing. Cash in on them. 
Term work is paramount, 

INSTRUMENTAL CLASS 150, 151 for Comp., Hist. &Lit., Mus.Ed. 

Not a few people (mainly pianists) quake at the thought of treading 
completely new instrumental grounds. This is because amateur fiddlers 
sound little better in April than in September. (Violin 150 is notoriously 
unpopular, unless you're a violin major.) Practise may indeed be a pain- 
ful experience to your sensitive ears, but it has to happen. And rememb- 
er that no one expects miracles, although Mr. Zafer is often heard inclass 
to say, "I can't believe it! " 

Concerning 151, remember that your final mark is the average of four 
exams, two written and two played, and all that adds up to only one unit in 
your overall standing, so don't go overboard. And the idea that you can 
practice an unfamiliar wind instrument for a two-solid-hour session should be 
dispelled right away, before the bloated lip syndrome sets in. 

Remember that the principles of practise you apply to your own 
instrument (frequent exposure, etc.) are doubly important when dealing with 
a strange instrument. And never over-practice just béfore a test. 
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APPLIED MUSIC 185 for Comp., Hist. & Lit.. Mus.Ed., and Perf. 
186 for Diploma 

This subject does count quite a bit (about 2 units, even more for Perf. 
and Diploma) and even if you do muff the exam a bit, remember that 
your teacher's appraisal of your work is at least as important. You are 
expected to work at your own ability leveL i.e. your friend learning a 
concerto will not necessarily get a better mark than you because you're 
playing country dances. If you ever get absolutely sickened practising a 
minor instrument, play your major for a while. It's amazing how good you 
will sound! 


BAND 190 - CHORUS 192 - ORCHESTRA 195 

All students participate in at least one of six major ensembles as_ part 
of their curriculum. Placement is determined by audition, for which noti ce 
is given during the first week or so of classes. Those who don't qualify 
for the U of T Concert Band, Concert Choir, or Symphony Orchestra , 
become members of the slightly less virtuose counterparts of each, prefixed 
by the word'repertory.' They may not be as glorious, but their rehearsal 
schedule is a bit less strenuous. No marks (simply credit or no credit ) 
are given for ensembles, but failure to attend regularly can lead to failure in 
a greater sense. But you'll agree that full attendance is obviously necess- 
ary for the success of any ensemble. Moreover, no matter which group you 
belong to, you'll find it a valuable and satisfying experience, especially asthe 
calibre of our students improves from year to year. Majors in wind or 
string instruments can expect not to try for the choir. Similarly, pianists 
aren't usually needed in band or orchestra. Assignment lists will be posted. 


CHAMBER MUSIC 192 For string and wind majore in Perf. & Dipl. 

Chamber music might be called the most valuable of disciplines for in- 
strumentalists because of the combination of individual initiative and co-oper- 
ation needed for performance in small groups. Ensembles are formed of 
players of similar ability, and opportunities to perform are given in the Thurs- 
day afternoon lecture-recital series. Competent performers in courses other 
than Performance participate in Chamber music on a voluntary basis. 


BOOKS AND EXPENSES 

Don't let any prof scare you freshmen witha booklist two pages long. 

It doesn't have to be as bad as it appears. For anyone bound for money, 
don't buy your books all at ance. Perhaps you can work a deal with a 
friend for such courses as English; share the book and halve the expense, 
(Other people's class notes written in the margins aren't so awful, either.) 
In some music courses, you won't need a score or particular text until 
February, so don't panic. 

For music books and supplies, the place to go this year is International 
Music Sales, right across the street from the Conservatory, at 244 Bloor 
West (entrace on Bedford Rd.) Climb some rickety steps to the second floor 
and get a 10% discount on everything from manuscript to textbooks and pocket 
scores. You should be able to get all your sheet music here too, so take 
advantage of that discount. 

The Undergrad will probably print some cheap manuscript paper, so 
don't buy reams of expensive stuff for materials exercises . 

Some second-hand music books can be purchased from upperclassmen 
or dropouts. Look for notes on the message boards. You'll not likely find 
any history texts though; most students save them for future reference and 
an impressive-looking library. 

For Arts courses, you can often get second-hand books through the 
SAC Bookstore at the Drill Hall. Anyone who wants to buy new books can 
go to the U of T bookstore, located at Huron and Ruseell. It's open from 
7 to 7 and closed on Saturdays. They'll also order any book not in stock 
for you at no extra charge. 

The U of T BookRoom is on the front campus. It's a great place to 
pick up pocketbooks, magazines in all languages, greeting cards, binders, 
Pens, records and various assorted pieces of dubious art. 

Another place for paperbacks, with a discount is the SCM Bookstore 
in Rochdale College, Bloor at Huron. Music books too, like Tovey's The 
Forms of Music, and the Pelican History of Music are available. 10% off.

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FACILITIES practice rooms 


Practice rooms are located off the lower basement corridor on the north 
side of the building. Access to the practice area is from the north-east 
corner of this corridor. A control desk is located at this point. Students 
must identify themselves to the control desk clerk when entering the practice 
area, Practice facilities are RESERVED for students in the Faculty~of 
Music ONLY. The practice facilities fee is included in the incidental fee. 

Practice hours are: 


Weekdays 8:30 am to 9:45 pm 

Saturdays 9:00 am to 5:00 pm 

Sundays 1:00 pm to 6:00 pm 
There are no specific assignments to rooms; facilities are on a "first come 
first served" basis. Most rooms are equipped with pianos and music 


stands. Grand pianos are reserved for piano majors. The'NO SMOKING! 
rule will be strictly enforced and violators will be denied access to the 
practice rooms. Eating lunches and taking beverages into the pradice rooms 
is not permitted. Pianos are not to be moved. 

Room 120is available for Keyboard Harmony practice weeknights 7:00 
to 9:00 pm. The Information Office is in charge of practice in the Concert 
Hall in preparation for recitals and playing examinations. Practicing is not 
permitted in the classrooms except by arrangement with the Chairman of the 


Department of Performance. 
LOCKERS 


Lockers are located in the upper and lower basement corridors. 
Students may obtain information about obtaining lockers from the Enquiry 
Desk. The lockers were designed primarily for the safekeeping of musical 
instrumetns and ther they are not necessarily large enough for all 
the student's belongings including his clothing. Within the limits of capacity 
of the lockers however, there is no objection to using lockers for clothing. 
The built-in combination locks should be used with care and mechanical 
difficulties should be reported immediately to the Enquiry Desk.Do not force 
the locks or the locker doors. Other locks may not be used. Because of 
the limited number of lockers, some sharing of lockers may be necessary. 


coatroom 


The coatroom is located on the south end of the building, first floor, 
with access from the south corridor through 117 and 117a. A number of 
self-checking units are available. The Faculty of Music cannot assume 


responsibility for lost articles.

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WHERE TO EAT 


Those who haven't got loving mothers or wives, or who don't get up 
early enough (either) to pack their own lunch, may have to put up with the 
good old food from Versafood. (Well, not all of it is old.) Our terrific 
machines, that go out of order approximately once a day, are located in 
room 132 down the hall from the common room, May we warn freshmen 
that the solid food sells fast, so if you want to buy a Versafood sandwich get 
there before noon, Furthermore, don't expect to find much in the food ma-= 
chines at night. 

ON-CAMPUS EATING SPOTS include Victoria's BURWASH HALL 
andWYMILWOOD, St. Mike's COOP, Trinity BUTTERY, U. C. REFEC- 
TORY, and the twoNEW COLLEGE DINING HALLS. The food in these 
places is fairly cheap, and filling, if nothing else. The U. C.. Refectory 
closes at 5, and suppers over at WYMILWOOD and the COOP are best 
gotten early-ish to avoid the crowd. We've found the prices low, the food 
not bad and the atmosphere for those who like to get away from the Music 
Factory for a bit. Wymilwood is particularly close, so you can be through 
in half an hour. There are also HART HOUSE (for men) and the WOMEN'S 
UNION (for the ladies); the Great Hall has a reputation for quantity, con- 
sisting of eighty per cent starch, andthe Women's Union, the same for grease. 
Girls can be waitressed-served in the Hart House Gallery dining room if 
accompanied by a member (i. e. a man), which of course ups the price. 
You have to pay for atmosphere, though (?). Girls are also admitted to the 
Arbor Room after 2 p. m. 

Another close place for lunch is the MUSEUM. There's a cafeteria 
downstairs which is filled with budding young artists from O. C. A., and 
food that's not so great. But take a sandwich and get a bowl of hot soup 
and sit out amongst the tombs. 

You lucky ones with more time and money to spend will find a wealth 
of good RESTAURANTS along Bloor Street. Right across from the Con 
is Harvey's, for terrific hamburgers and french fries—be sure you have an 
iron stomach, though. The STEAK 'N' BURGER (licenced) has delicious 
food which accounts for the crowds around 6:30. If you go to the Steak 'n!' 
Burger, be sure you have a discount ticket, which allows you to get the full 
course meal (reg. $2.24) for $1.74. This applies to everybody at your table 
so if you have a ticket, share the wealth, and if not, grab somebody in the 
foyer who does, and goto dinner with them. The SWISS CHALET features 
chicken, We also recommend their sandwiches, though the waitress may not 
readily admit that such things exist; they're cheaper than the chicken, and 
very good, The Chalet never seems to be as busy as the Steak 'n' Burger, 
so if one's overcrowded, try the other. SUZY WONG'S buffet specializes 
in would-you-believe Chinese food. Lunch is $1.79 and supper $3.79, so 
your best bet is to stuff yourself at noon, although there is more variety at 
night. At PALMER'S, our local drug store, you can always find some 
music student stuffing his face. ‘They make terrific coffee, but don't order 
their mashed potatoes. MURRAY'!S--ah,--what can be said about Murrays 
food? There's always a large congregation in Murray's at 10 p. m., when ~ 
E. J. B. closes, so join the discussion group, and help do the crossword 
puzzles. If you've got more time, you can walk a little further along Bloor 
to the Colonnade. There's agood DELICATESSEN here that makes beauti- 
ful sandwiches which are a little expensive, but man, are they good. There's 
also the COLONNADE RESTAURANT, back of the drug store. The 
service here is not so hot, and neither is the food, Prices are also high. 
However, they keep it dark enough that you can't see the prices or figure 
out if what you're eating is the same thing that you ordered. The ZUM- 
BURGER has two locations on Bloor, and their hamburgs rival Harvey's 
for goodness. If you stop by the Embassy, their sandwiches are good feed 
for soaking up a few extra beers. And if you care to walk any further 
along Bloor, you're on your own, cause I'm running out of space. 

If you still seem stuck at the end of all the places I've suggested, as a 
last resort, you can always come to my place, 
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LIBRARY FACILITIES 


The Faculty of Music students are spoiled by having the music library 
right in their own backyard, to coin a phrase. The music library covers 
the entire third floor, except for certain offices connected with the library. 
It has great working hours - from 8:45 a.m. to 10 p.m. on weekdays 
(except Friday, it closes early), and Saturdays from 9 till 5. Books can 
be taken out on loan for various periods - from two weeks, one week, two 
days, or overnight. Some books and records are put on reserve, which 
means they are to stay inthe library and you are to use them there. Usually 
if a professor gives areading assignment, the book is put on reserve in the 
library so that everyone has access to it. Records are on reserve in the 
record room, located on the left of the library. All the records available 
to students are catalogued and on cards outside the record room. Find the 
record you want in the catalogue, write down the record number, the name 
of the record and composer, and you name etc. (as it shows on the forms), 
and take it to the desk, where they get you your record and you can sit 
at any of the record players and listen. Students may not take a record 
out on loan. If you want extra earphones, just ask at the desk. It may feel 
like signing your life away, but you do have to give them your library card 
or ATL card for their, and our, protection. Tapes are also available at 
the desk, and the tape decks have instructions for use above them, as do 
the record players. Alongthe outside wall are private rooms for tapes, and 
a practice room for trying out some of the many selections of the library's 
music. Our record library is very impressive, by the way. It ranks third 
largest on the continent, contatining some 62,000 records, 78's as well as 
33's, many of which are real collectors' items, so please handle them with 
as much respect as you would your very own records. 

Carrels are spaced around the walls for studying and working. There 
always seems to be a typewriter or a Xerox copier, or something going on 
to make it a little distracting up there, so you could use earplugs ... 
some of us do. 

The main University Library is the Sigmund Samuel Library which is 
down below U.C.on the main campus. Its hours are 8:30 a.m. to midnight 
on weekdays, and Saturdays 9 - 5, Sundays 1 to 10 p.m. It is a sprawling 
connection of buildings with masses of books. Many of your Arts texts, by 
the way, could be taken out from here, and would save you the expense of 
buying the book. Every year there's a mad rush to get library cards, a 
necessary part of your University education. Pictures are taken every few 
minutes at the beginning of the year. The longer you leave it, the more 
difficult it is to get one, so we suggest that you wait in line, and get it over 
with at the start of the year. They are used for both the Sig Sam Library, 
and the Music Library. 

Anyone who belongs to New College or Innis College is entitled to use 
their library facilities, which can be a real asset if you're stuck. But don't 
feel badly if you aren't a member; you can get along adequately with the EJB 
and the Sig Sam libraries.
